ul Trimboli, arguably 
Australia’s most 
intelligent player in 
the National Soccer League 
for the past 10 years, has 
never ceased to amaze the 
Soccer public with his deft 
silky skills and razor sharp 
peripheral vision. 

The Soccer public has 
come to expect goals galore 
from the ace-scorer, But that’s 
not his whole armoury. Far 
from it. 

In fact Trimboli has 
engineered far more goals for 
his team-mates than he has 
actually scored himself. For 
example, one only has to look 
back to the Trans-Tasman 
Cup played at Newcastle 
when Australia clashed with 
New Zealand three years ago. 

The then national coach 
Eddie Thomson selected him 
to fill the role of ‘linkman’ . 

Sitting just behind the 
twin-strikers Trimboli that 
day destroyed the Kiwis, 
leaving the New Zealand 
defenders behind him before 
firing lethal sharp through 
balls to set up all of

Last Saturday night at the 
Marconi Stadium ‘Trimmers’ 
racked up his monumental

In his characteristically and 
still boyish manner, the little 
goal-scoring Soccer genius 
stated to ABSW: “Gee how 
time has flown, I still 
remember ten years ago when 
I first came into the NSL.

projects that high quality 
image that large corporations 
today are screaming out for. 

Over the years many clubs 
in the National League have 
endeavoured to entice ‘little 
‘Trimmers’ to join them. 

All failed. All reported 
back to their committees ... 
‘Mission Impossible’. 

Trimboli kicked off his 
senior Soccer career with 
former NSL club Sunshine 
George Cross before being 
snapped up by the giant 
Victorian club South 
Melbourne. 

Today he still remains, 
(according to all South 
Melbourne supporters) that 
Club’s ‘heritage-protected” 
product. 

In all those years of 
playing in the NSL which 
match stood out most for 
Trimboli?

With the Olympics a mere 
three years away, itis time for 
those with influence to decide 
what sport events Australia 
can host early next century. 

Jeff Kennett’s attempts to 
bring every worthwhile event 
to Melbourne should raise the 
question to those in Soccer: 
what is our agenda for early 
next century? 

‘Can we get the World Cup 
to come to Australia? Given 
the cost of mounting a bid is it 
worthwhile? 

I believe the rewards f 
such a tournament certainly 
would be there for soccer and 
the economy. We can host the 
Cup, and the Sydney 
Olympics are the key. 

The momentum for a bid 
can only come through the 
spirit of 2000 when 
patriotism, national euphoria 
and pride from being games 
host can be used as the 
springboard for announcing a 
bid for 2010 World Cup.

Hindmarsh Stadium to 20,000 
seats while the WA 
governments seems 
committed to building a 
quality stadium for Perth 
Glory. 

Jeff Kennett once wanted 
to host the World Cup in 
Victoria alone so getting 
funding for a new stadium in 
Geelong and catering for its 


AFL side and soccer would 
seem a formality. 

Officials in Newcastle and 
Wollongong would press for 
the all-seater stadiums in their 
areas as they areas have been 
longing for this sort of 
investment that cost them the 
chance to host the Olympics. 

Townsville has the 
excellent Stockland stadium 
which already holds 35, 000. 
With the Cup’s ability to 
attract tourists, cities such as 
Hobart, Gold Coast and even 
Darwin might receive 
Government funding for a 


bid. 

For a World Cup bid to 
succeed not only does it need 
the support of Soccer 
Australia but from the 
majority of Australians from 
the PM, state premiers, 
councils, Oceanian officials, 
state federations, stadium 
officials and even rival code: 

It will take a person with 
optimism and vision to 
achieve all these. For this 
reason I urge David Hill to 
seize the chance and do the 
Aussie thing and ‘have a go’.

Although the final hurdle will 
be difficult, it seems 


ridiculous that we only play a 
total of eight matches, as 
opposed to 16 like some other 
countries. 


Of course four of those 
were always going to be 
Australian wins, and it could 
be argued that New Zealand 
weren't much opposition. 


That makes a total of two 


tough matches. 
Some have suggested we 


join the Asian Confederation, 


but this is probably too late 
now. What I suggest is that 
we should continue to qualify 
via Asia (like in this 
campaign), but join the Asian 
nations at an earlier stage. The 
Asians have been split into 
two groups for the second 
round (currently being 
contested), and there is no 
reason why Australia should 
not be a part of this. 

The Oceania champion 
should join eleven Asian 
nations, divided into two 
groups of six, with each 
country playing each other on 
a home-and-away basis, for a 


total of ten games each, The 
first and second team in each 
group qualify directly. 
Therefore, Australia 
(presuming they win the 
Oceania Group), would play 
16 matches, which is exactly 
what we need given FIFA 
rankings discriminate against 
us (we should be in the top 
twenty!). 


‘There are many advantages 
with this situation. Obviously 
we would play more quality 
matches, resulting in a better 
Australian team, With FIFA 
proposing to standardise 
intemational days, this means 
we would be able to field our 
strongest team, without clubs 
like Croatia Zagreb for 
example placing undue 
pressure on our players. 

‘The chance to play five

matches surely rests with 

Soccer Australia. Taking 
that statement as true, then 
broadcast rights for the season's 
games must belong to Australia’s 
controlling body, 

The only way that radio or 
television coverage of 
games in this 
competition should 
be able to occur is 
with the agreement 
of Soccer Australia. 4 

In television, SBS 
have the ‘free to air’ 
rights with Optus Vision 
having a pay, or 
subscription, agreement. 

It seems that radio 
broadcasting is not as 
closely controlled. 
There are thousands 
of commercial, 
community and 
ABC stations 
across the country. 

For a long time national 
soccer league games lacked 
electronic coverage (apart from SBS 
TV). With the recent expansion in 
the number of radio stations, this 
situation is changing. 

An attempt was made three years 
ago to cover games on radio and to 
put together a national network. 
Making it all happen proved to be 
too much of a challenge and the 
attempt was abandoned. 

Individual stations provide 
coverage specific to their home 
location, For instance Perth Glory 
games go live-to-air both home and 
away. Another example is in 
Adelaide where 5AA, a major - 
commercial station, broadcast each 
home game of both City and Sharks.

It should be obvious that the 
more broadcasts there are of 
Ericsson Cup games the better for 
the competition itself and for all the 
sponsors involved. 

Restriction of broadcasting rights 
is not therefore in the best interests 
of any organisation involved in the 
game. Despite this, UTS Olympic 
have blocked an outlet from putting 
to air their games at the Sydney 

Football Stadium by granting 

exclusive radio broadcast rights 

\ to radio station 2MM. 

| With ownership of the 

Ericsson Cup resting 
indisputably with Soccer 
Australia, the broadcast rights 
must, therefore, also belong 
to them. Surely individual 
5, clubs are not at liberty to 
give exclusivity to any 
organisation? 


What happens when a visiting club 
wish to have their game against UTS 
Olympic broadcast back to their 
home fans? Under the current 
arrangements they will be excluded! 

Resolution of this unacceptable 
state of affairs needs to be attended 
to by those at Soccer Australia 
running the Ericsson Cup, in the 
interests of a fair go. 
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I repeat my call that 
their salvation may be in 
the employment of an 
Australian coach, 
someone fully 
experienced in how you 
evolve a colonial soccer 
country into one with 
some international 
respect. 

But for the moment, 
the Kiwis are no more 
than a joke anda 
pathetic embarrassment 
to our region. The 
inclusion of an Auckland 
team in the Australian 
national league is, 
surely, unthinkable. 
What possible 
contribution would they 
make to the leaque and 
our football? Who in his 
or her right mind would 
pay money to see them 
play in Sydney or 
Melbourne, or anywhere 
in Australia? 

Less of a waste of 
time would be to study 
the feasibility of 
entering a combined 
Oceanian team in the 
league or, why not, an 
Indonesian one. 
Wouldn't distance be a 
problem, I hear you ask. 
Why? Jakarta is closer 
to Perth than is Sydney 
or Brisbane. With full- 
time professionalism on 


the horizon, distance 
and travel time will soon 
be less and less 
relevant. 

And besides, at least 
Indonesia would bring 
something new, 
something different to 
the league. And they 
would bring something 
an Auckland team would 
only take: money.

between Italy and 
Russia has certainly placed 
the Azzurri in the box seat 
to qualify for France ‘98. It 
means a result of 0-0 in the 
game at the San Paolo 
Stadium in Naples on 
November 15 will be 


sufficient to put the Azzurri 
through to the World Cup 
Finals ... once again. 

Just as significantly it 
ended Italy's goal drought at 
international level after three 
consecutive 0-0 results, It 
must be a relief to coach 
Maldini because with Italy 
looking good to qualify for 
France, his job is fairly secure 
for a while yet. 


Italy suffered the 
misfortune of losing first 
choice keeper Angelo Peruzzi 
(Juventus) before the game 
because of injury. It meant a 
welcome return for Gianluca 
Pagliuca (Inter) at 
international level but it was a 
short return as Pagliuca 
himself was injured in the 31st 
minute and had to leave the 
field, 

Up stepped 19 year old 
Gianluigi Buffon (Parma) - 
who travelled to Moscow as 
third choice goalkeeper and 
surely never would have 
dreamed he would be making 
an appearance. He made his 
international debut and 
performed very well, just as 
he has for Parma the last two 
seasons. 

Up front Maldini opted for 
Vieri (Atletico Madrid) and 
Ravanelli (Marseille), who 
was also making a return to 
the international team. Just 
behind them was Zola 
(Chelsea) and it must be some 
sort of record that the 
Azzuri’s three key front men 
do not play in the Serie A, 
though in the second half 
Ravanelli was replaced by Det 
Piero (Juventus). 


The weather conditions 
were atrocious with snow 
falling constantly during the 
game. At some stages the 
pitch resembled a mud bath - 
the conditions suited neither 
team. 

Italy’s tactics were typical 
of Maldini, all defence and 
then the counter-attack. Credit 
must go to the midfield where 
there was a marked 
improvement from the effort 
against England. It was able to 
contain the very quick 
Russian midfield quite 
effectively. 

If the Azzuri had played 
this well in their last three 
qualifying games there would 
certainly have been no need 
for them to be in Moscow as 
they would have already 
qualified. 

Vieri’s goal came in the 
third minute of the second half 
and was the first goal the 


“national side has ever scored 


in Moscow. Italy has still to 
win a game there but at least 
they notched a goal. 
Unfortunately for Italy 
three minutes later Russia 
equalised after Cannavaro 
(Parma) deflected a shot into 
his own net. However the 


Azzurri would not have been 
too upset at the final result, 
Offered such a result before 
the game they would have 
gladly accepted! 

In the closing minutes the 
Russians threw everything at 
Ttaly but could not find a way 
through.

Priority will 
be given to career or vocational courses 
concentrating on alternate employment 
‘opportunities outside football.

The use of guest players was again allowed, 
as it was in the Great War. Many players 
played for teams close to their army base 
although some clubs held their registration and 
demanded their new clubs insure the players 
involved. This led to guest players playing 
under pseudonyms, and thus many great 
players’ war time clubs are unknown to the 
football fan today. 

Six clubs did not participate in the war time 
league season 1939-40: Aston Villa, Derby 
County, Exeter City, Gateshead, Ipswich 
‘Town and Sunderland. 

The league was split into four south 
divisions (A, B, C, D) and a South West, 
Midland, East Midlands, West, North West 
and North East sections, 

All the sections saw the participants play 
each other twice, except the Midlands and 
South West where they played each other four 
times.
